INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  PLANTING 

TATE  have  endeavored  to  raise  only  such  species  and  varieties  which  have 
T been  thoroughly  tested  and  proven  perfectly  hardy  all  through  the  tem- 
perate parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Owing  to  the  variability  of  our 
climate  sometime  after  shipping  season  is  in  progress,  plants  will  encounter 
freezing  or  low  temperature  before  reaching  their  destination.  In  cases  of  this 
kind  the  boxes  or  bales  containing  the  trees  should  not  be  opened  upon  their 
arrival,  but  placed  in  a frost-proof  or  sheltered  place  to  remain  unopened  until 
thawing  weather  sets  in.  After  unpacking,  unless  holes  are  already  prepared 
for  their  reception,  they  should  be  carefully  trenched  in,  covering  the  roots  care- 
fully, until  holes  are  prepared  for  them. 

Holes  for  shade  trees  of  2 3/2  to  3 inch  caliper  should  be  made  4 feet  wide 
and  2^4  feet  deep,  placing  the  fertile  soil  on  one  side  of  the  hole,  and  sub-soil 
on  the  other.  If  the  soil  is  deficient  in  humus  there  should  be  about  2 cubic 
feet  of  rotted  manure  mixed  in  thoroughly  with  the  soil  for  each  tree.  Before 
setting  the  tree,  all  broken  or  bruised  portions  of  the  roots  should  be  cut  off 
with  pruning  shears  or  preferably  with  a good  sharp  pruning  knife.  The  top 
should  also  receive  a careful  pruning,  cutting  the  branches  one-third  from  the 
top  and  should  be  done  carefully,  so  that  after  the  pruning  has  been  performed, 
the  character  of  the  different  types  of  trees  is  carefully  preserved.  After  the 
pruning  is  completed  the  hole  should  be  partly  filled  with  loose,  fertile  soil,  then 
one  person  holding  it  in  a vertical  position,  in  the  center  of  the  hole,  and  two 
others  shoveling  in  the  earth  from  two  opposite  directions,  so  that  the  soil  falls 
evenly  and  gently  around  and  between  the  roots,  until  the  hole  is  completely 
filled.  If  water  is  nearby,  it  is  best  to  puddle  the  trees  and  get  it  to  settle  com- 
pletely. In  case  water  is  not  obtainable  at  the  time  of  setting,  the  soil  should  be 
tamped  around  it,  starting  at  the  edge  of  the  hole,  and  progressing  toward  the 
trunk  until  the  tree  sets  erect  and  firm.  It  is  important  that  the  tree  be  set  to 
the  same  depth  as  it  was  in  the  nursery  and  to  exactly  correspond  to  its  former 
condition  after  the  ground  is  thoroughly  tamped  or  puddled.

The  Rhododendron  is  undoubtedly  the  noblest  and  most  beautiful  large  evergreen  shrub  in 
cultivation.  The  care  and  culture  of  them  is  the  same  as  ordinary  shrubs,  except  the  initial  prep- 
aration of  the  ground,  where  they  are  to  be  planted.  They  require  a deep  rich  soil  with  an 
abundance  of  humus,  meadow  muck,  decaying  wood,  or  other  organic  matter.  They  also  require 
a great  deal  of  sprinkling  during  the  summer  months,  in  late  July  and  August  in  particular,  when 
they  are  forming  the  flower  buds  for  the  ensuing  year.  We  would  like  to  impress  upon  the 
minds  of  our  patrons  the  importance  of  removing  the  old  flowers  from  the  bushes  of  Rhod- 
odendrons and  azaelas  immediately  after  the  flowers  have  spent  themselves.  This  will  enable 
the  plants  to  make  a greater  abundance  of  buds,  and  a much  better  growth  than  if  the  old  flowers 
are  allowed  to  remain  until  they  fall  by  themselves.  The  Rhododendron  being  a surface  rooting

plant,  it  will  not  tolerate  deep  planting.  In  a great  many  cases  where  the  planting  proves  to  be 
a failure,  it  is  chiefly  due  to  too  deep  planting  or  lack  of  proper  kinds  of  soil  for  the  roots.  While 
the  plants  do  want  an  abundance  of  moisture  all  through  the  year,  they  require  a perfect 
drainage.  There  is  a misconception  among  people  owning  Rhododendrons  in  regard  to  cutting 
the  flowers  off  them.  Our  advice  would  be  to  cut  the  flowers  for  house  decoration  quite  freely 
after  the  plants  have  become  well  established,  about  three  years  after  planting.  This  will  keep 
the  plants  from  getting  bark  bound  and  running  out,  which  would  necessitate  cutting  to  the 
ground  eventually.  By  judicious  cutting  this  can  all  be  avoided  and  the  shrubs  kept  in  perfect 
condition. 

We  carry  a large  quantity  of  American  Rhododendrons  at  our  nurseries  and  our  quotations 
for  plants  are  not  made  on  the  basis  of  collected  plants,  but  those  grown  at  our  nurseries  under  a 
condition  which  is  similar  to  conditions  where  theplants  are  to  be  set.  We  are  also  growing  hybrids 
of  the  imported  kinds,  establish  them  at  the  nurseries,  and  after  several  years  of  growth  in  this 
country,  we  are  in  position  to  supply  Rhododendrons  which  have  been  tried,  and  proved 
hardy  under  the  rigors  of  our  climate.

ROSA-ROSE. 

This  most  beautiful  of  garden  flowers  enjoys 
the  popularity  which  it  justly  deserves,  be- 
ing of  easy  culture,  and  there  is  hardly  a 
house  lot  though  small,  that  would  not 
afford  some  space  for  the  planting  of  a 
few  roses.  Many  are  best  suited  for  the 
hardy  garden,  some  for  climbers  on  piaz- 
zas, verandas  and  arbors;  others  for  the 
wild  garden.  Our  desire  is  to  avoid  disap- 
pointment on  the  part  of  our  patrons,  and 
we  wish  to  make  a few  remarks  regarding 
the  treatment  of  the  different  species  or 
varieties,  such  as  are  not  generally  known. 

We  have  endeavored  to  offer  such  varieties 
which  have  a distinct  merit.  A great  many 
varieties  resemble  each  other  so  closely 
that  it  is  difficult  to  distinguish  between 
them.  There  being  a great  many,  we  have 
classified  them  here  in  a manner  that  will 
be  clear  to  all,  so  that  a choice  selection 
may  be  had  without  confusion.  The  dif- 
ferent classifications  and  varieties  are 
clearly  described  below. 

In  case  we  cannot  supply  the  varieties  de- 
sired, purchasers  will  kindly  advise  us 
whether  we  may  substitute  varieties  near- 
est to  the  ones  selected. 

As  roses  start  to  grow  as  soon  as  hard 
freezing  weather  is  past  in  early  spring,  we 
wish  to  advise  fall  planting  wherever  prac- 
ticable, or  as  early  in  spring  as  it  can  be 
done.  While  roses  do  thrive  in  most  any  or- 
dinary fertile  soil,  they  will  develop  to 
greatest  perfection  on  clay  soil.  While  they 
like  an  abundance  of  moisture,  the  ground 
where  they  are  to  be  planted  should  be 
well  supplied  with  drainage,  as  undrained, 
cold  ground  is  very  detrimental  to  their 
successful  culture. 

All  roses  require  some  trimming  after  plant- 
ing out,  and  we  would  advise  a strong 
pruning  after  they  are  set  out,  cutting  off 
about  two-thirds  of  the  branches  after 
planted,  and  an  annual  trimming  which 
may  be  done  in  early  March  or  April 
should  also  be  given  them,  except  the 
species  which  are  to  be  treated  as  hardy 
shrubs,  or  the  climbing  varieties  which  re- 
quire only  a slight  trimming,  and  the  re- 
moval of  such  branches  which  have  the 
previous  year  produced  a crop  of  flowers, 
and  expanded  their  strength  in  develop- 
ment. 
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ROSA  (Continued) 

In  strongly  exposed  positions,  with  excep- 
tion of  the  hardy  bush  roses,  it  is  well  to 
provide  some  protection  for  them  in  win- 
ter. Litter  from  the  garden,  dry  leaves  or 
stable  manure  may  be  used  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

The  roses  have  several  insect  enemies,  which 
can  be  readily  kept  down  with  little  effort. 
The  worst  among  these  is  .commonly 
known  as  the  green  fly  (aphis),  which  can 
be  easily  eradicated  by  dusting  over  the 
bushes  with  white  hellebor  powder,  to- 
bacco dust  or  solution.  Next  to  the  green 
fly,  the  green  hopper,  which  attacks  the 
under  side  of  the  foliage  and  is  harder 
to  destroy  than  the  green  fly.  A solution 
of  nicotine,  applied  as  a spray  would  ac- 
complish this  most  readily.  The  applica- 
tion of  all  insecticides  can  be  done  most 
successfully  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morn- 
ing, while  the  dew  or  moisture  is  on  the 
foliage.
